Desperate Criminal, Pursued for Two Mouths, Takes His 


Own Life Rather than Surrender. 


With a Smile of Defiance on His Pace, the Twice-Wounded Fugitive 


from Justice Placed His Revolver to His Head and Deliberately 


Pulled the Trigger—Immense Crowds View the Re- 


mains of the Dead Criminal. 


Spokane, Wash,. Aug. 6.—After a struggle for life and liberty such as 


has seldom been paralleled in the criminal history of the country, the 
pursuit of murderer Harry Tracy was brought to an end this morning 
when the twice wounded fugitive convict, in full view of his pursuers, and 
with every avenue of escape closely guarded by determined men. defiantly 
placed the muzzle of his revolver to] his Jemple. pulled the trigger and 
fell over dead.
